There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 
combination with the cited prior art so as to satisfy the combination of the present 
independent claims 21 and 31 such as forming a MISFET having a gate oxide and a 
gate electrode; wherein thickness of the gate oxide is less than 2.5 nm at a silicon oxide 
equivalent thickness and a gate length of the gate electrode is equal to or less than 0.3 
^m as recited in claim 21 ; or a channel direction length (Lg) of the gate electrode and a 
thickness (Tox) of the gate oxide are determined by the relationship Lg < 10 (Tox " 2 02) 
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where a unit of Lg is |im and thickness of the gate oxide is less than 2.5 nm as recited in 
claim 31.
